People in this city are rightfully proud of many things here; 
the beauty of Euclid avenue, the fine residential atmosphere, 
the schools, churches, the citrus district and other factors. 

Yes, we boast of these advantages and proudly show our 
visitors what we have here. 

Usually, also people here are very generous and appeals 
for help meet with response. The Community Chest was sub- 
scribed without too much effort. Frequently we commend peo- 
ple here for their fine leadership and unselfish efforts for the 
public good. 

This week, however, we are expressing deep regret for 
what happened here. 

It’s trite to say that actions speak louder than words. 

Only 167 people gave their blood for the Red Cross mobile 
unit when it was here Monday. Fifty-three pint bottles were 
returned to Los Angeles EMPTY. 

What does that mean? Fifty-three pints of blood will not 
be available for 53 emergency cases in Korea. 

By our actions we have told our boys in Korea we are 
really not too concerned about their welfare. Apparently, as 
residents of this fine community, we are too busy enjoying 
our pleasures and advantages to take half an hour to give a 
little-of our blood. 

We are ashamed of our record. 

The daily headlines from Korea sometimes get monoton- 
ous. They merely repeat the same tune: death and destruction. 

And so we go about our daily business of work and pleas- 
ure and let the boys in Korea take the consequences. 

Many local families are represented in Korea ond Japan. 
Members of many of those families were among those who 
gave their blood Monday. To them, the opportunity meant 
something. They eagerly gave their blood. 

For the rest of us, it was apparently too much to ask. 

Yes, we are ashamed of our record. We think of the 53 
empty bottles, and the 53 boys who are going to miss the blood 
from Upland.
